Claims 1 -10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants claims are written with identifiers I, II, III and F1, F2, - F8 etc. which is 
confusing as to which of the combinations of polymers applicants are referring to as the 
copolymer. 

In addition to the discussion concerning the identifier above, the process merely 
includes the one general step of "interfacial polymerization". There is no clear indication 
which moieties are undergoing the interfacial reaction. Although the Examiner may 
conclude, which moieties applicants are referring by the specification the Examiner may 
not read limitations into the claims. Note also the lack of parameters, amounts, and 
process conditions does not eliminate the possibilities of the reaction taking place as 
hompolymers, I and II, and the resulting in a blend of I and II, the process as described 
as the resulting polycarbonate product is unclear to applicants intent. 

Note that a process should at least recite clear,, active steps and any process 
parameters necessitated by the specification so that the claim will "clearly set out and 
circumscribe a particular area with a reasonable degree of precision and particularity, In 
re Moore, 169 USPQ 236, and make it clear what subject matter the claim 
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encompasses, as well as make clear the subject matter from others would be 
precluded. In re Hammack 166 USPQ 204. 

*It is noted that without a clear and concise understanding of applicants' invention. A fair 
and comprehensive search of all potential prior art can not be made. However, a search 
has been performed and an addition, a structure search will be performed during the 
waiting period of the response in order to expedite prosecution of the case.
